FCC License Restructuring 


[The following is from an article in the 
ARRL February Pacific Division Update — 
Editor] 


The Big News of the month, of course, is 
the release, just before the turn of the 
century, of the FCC's Report & Order on 
Amateur restructuring. Briefly, the FCC 
has decided to reduce the number of 
Amateur license classes to three: 
Technician, General, and Amateur Extra 
class. Technicians will continue to have all 
privileges in all Amateur bands above 30 
MHz, Generals will have privileges in all 
Amateur bands with the exception of those 
segments reserved for the Extras, while 
Extras will enjoy all Amateur privileges. 
Technicians will continue to have no Morse 
code requirement, while the Morse 
requirement for Generals and Amateur 
Extras will be reduced to five words per 
minute. Existing Novice and Advanced 
class licenses will be renewable, but no 
new such licenses will be issued. The 
chairman of the Question Pool Committee, 
Ray Adams, W4CPA, has stated that a 
revised question pool should be released 
by February 1“, or very shortly thereafter. 
This new question pool will reflect the new 
exam requirements effective April 15°” 


A summary of the changes in the US 
licensing structure may be found in 
February QST, which will be arriving in the 
mail over the next few days. More complete 
information is available on the ARRL Web 
Site at

ml. Additional information will, of course, 
also be released in QST prior to April 15. 
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General Upgrade Class

On April 15uh the Morse code requirement 
for the General license drops to 5 words 
per minute, so a Tech+ can become a 
General by passing the General written 
exam before April 15" and presenting the 
CSCE at a subsequent VE test session 
after the 15"". No-code Techs who pass the 
General written exam will have a year from 
the test date to pass the additional 5 word 
per minute Morse code test. 


At this writing, details are still being worked 
out, so those interested in the class should 
contact John Wood, KF6HFA, at 234-0527 
for more information.

Looking Back 
Ron Smith, Historian, KE6RS 


The following was originally printed in the 
December 1993 Blown Fuse. It is an 
excerpt from a memo that Henry Primbsch, 
KK6PH, received from J. Chesko, W6BB 
President: 


Late Friday night about 15-20 people 
participated in the VE30NT moonbounce 
efforts. The Tilden site provided a clear 
shot at the moon as well as a chance to set 
up a field satellite station. The exercise 


provided an opportunity to put to use many 
devices that club members had been 
working on over the last month and operate 
a Satellite station. 


The final two preamps were completed 
earlier that morning and tested with the 
help of KD6WWX (Ken). As Pat (AB6WF) 
was putting together his homebrew helical 
on site, we took the opportunity to point a 
2m Yagi (courtesy of N6EEG) at Oscar 13 
and listen to the 2m beacon, some SSB 
voice and RTTY to field test the preamps 
and the FT/726r (courtesy of KK6PH) 


Once the helical was up attention turned to 
the moon, which rose in orange-hued 
brilliance in the northeast. Listening 
intently on 432.05, there could be heard 
barely perceptible rhythmic variations that 
could be seen on the S-meter as well that 
sounded to me like O's, a few N's and 
mostly T's, but a solid "DE VE3SONT" was 
not reliably confirmed. 


Attempts to put up AB6WF's lightweight 
umbrella dish were hampered by winds. 
KN6QZ's 5-element quad and WA2UNP's 
10 element Yagi did not find a stronger 
signal. Around midnight interference from 
the Beale Air Force Base's spread 
spectrum radar system became prominent 
and faint signal work became difficult, so 
the group packed up and headed home 
about | a.m. 


Thanks to all who participated and helped 

with this unique W6BB effort. We hope to 

get some pictures of the effort to archive in 
a yearbook.

Universal Licensing 
The Score: CORES 1, ULS 0 


[from the “ARRL Pacific Division Update”, 
April 2000, By Jim Maxwell, W6CF, 
Director, Pacific Division, ARRL] 


Many have honed their computer skills, 
have learned patience, and have achieved 
tranquility while registering with the FCC's 
Universal Licensing System, affectionately 
known by all as ULS. Registration in the 
ULS system is now required for all licensing 
actions under the Wireless Telegraph 
Bureau (WTB). 


The process of registering is often 
frustrating, but the system does work. It 
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therefore came as a shock to learn on 
Friday, March 17, that a brand-new system, 
the COmmission REgistration System 
(CORES) may ultimately relegate ULS to’ 
the scrap heap. The operative word here is 
"may." Exactly what lies in the future for 
ULS isn't clear yet, although early 
indications are that CORES is to replace 
ULS completely within one year. The ULS 
Licensee Identification numbers (the L- 
numbers) will be replaced by FCC 
Registration Numbers (FRNs) consisting of 
ten numerals, no letters. 


Meanwhile, ULS still exists and ULS 
registration is still required for all Amateur 
licensing actions. All ULS registrations are 
expected to be transferred to CORES at 
some time in the future. This transfer will 
be automatic, with no action necessary by 
anyone registered with ULS. At least that's 
what we understand to be the plan. More 
on CORES will be released as information 
becomes available. The FCC Public Notice

ULS Filing Over the Web 


ULS users now can file applications and 
notifications via the Internet for all services 
previously only available by dial-up 
connection to the Commission's Wide Area 
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Network. To access the new capability, visit 
the ULS home page http://www. 
fcc.gov/Wwtb/uls and click on "Online Filing." 
(Users may ignore the on-line survey.) 
Applicants must first be registered with ULS 
and use their ULS password to log onto the 
system. The ULS, the FCC's interactive 
on-line licensing application, modification 
and renewal system for wireless 
telecommunications services was deployed 
for the Amateur Service last August 16. 
ULS also lets users research the status of 
applications filed in ULS and licenses 
issued by the Wireless 
Telecommunications Bureau. 


The FCC has told the ARRL that making 
online payments, to file a vanity call sign 
application and pay on line, for example, 
requires that users be running the 128-bit 
encryption version of Netscape 
Communicator Ver 4.73 or later. The FCC 
says Netscape 4.7, 4.61 and 4.51 have 
been tested and are compatible with the 
ULS. While different browsers and 
platforms other than Windows-based 
systems may work for some ULS functions, 
the FCC currently supports only these 
recent versions of Netscape for online filing 
tasks. Netscape 4.6 and versions earlier 
than 4.51 are not compatible with ULS, 
however. 


Filers should configure browsers to enable 
Java and Java Script and to accept all 
cookies. Users also will need to download 
and install Adobe Acrobat Reader 3.0 or 
later as a plug-in to their Web browser. 
Netscape and Acrobat are available free 
via the Internet. ULS support for other 
browsers and platforms, such as the Mac, 
is in the works and should be available 
shortly. The FCC will continue to provide 
dial-up access to the ULS. Information on 
making a dial-up connection is available via 


the ULS home page by clicking on 
"Connecting to ULS." 


Those experiencing problems logging onto 
the ULS should contact ULS Tech Support 
at 202-414-1250.

KPH to be Heard Once Again 
[submitted by Ron Smith, KE6RS] 


The former Marconi and RCA Morse code 
radio station KPH will make a 
commemorative broadcast on Wednesday, 
12 July, the first anniversary of the last 
commercial Morse code transmission in 
North America. 


KPH began life at the dawn of radio. Its 
first home was the Palace Hotel in San 
Francisco, from which it derived its first call 
letters, PH. When the Palace Hotel was 
destroyed in the 1906 earthquake and fire 
the station moved to several different 
locations, eventually finding a permanent 
home on the mesa west of the small 


California town of Bolinas. Along the way 
federal regulators added the K prefix to the 
original PH, creating KPH, one of the most 
famous radio call signs in the world. 


Radio operators ashore and afloat came to 
regard KPH as "the wireless giant of the 
Pacific". Only the best operators worked at 
KPH. They were there 24 hours a day, 
ready to help with everything from the 
mundane messages of maritime commerce 
to urgent requests for assistance from 
ships in distress. The KPH signal literally 
spanned the globe. Radio operators on 
ships in the far corners of the world were 
comforted by the steady signal of KPH in 
their earphones. 


As technology progressed the end of Morse 
code was predicted many times. But KPH 
soldiered on providing good, reliable 
service to the maritime community. The 
end came at Bolinas in 1997 when Globe 
Wireless purchased the license and the big 
transmitters were tinally snut down. On 
July 12, 1999 Globe Wireless sent the last 
commercial messages in Morse code from 
KFS, their master station near Half Moon 
Bay. It was the last time the famous call 
KPH would be heard on the air - or so it 
was thought. 


Today the former KPH facilities are part of 
the Point Reyes National Seashore, which 
has a strong interest in the important role 
the station played in the history of radio 
communications. The Maritime Radio 
Historical Society has been working with 
the Point Reyes National Seashore to 
preserve and restore KPH with the goal of 
eventually creating a museum dedicated to 
this great station that was once heard 
throughout the world. 


On 12 July KPH will return to the air from 
its original location, using its original 
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equipment and its original frequencies - 
generously made available by Globe 
Wireless, the current owner of the KPH 
license and operator of the equally famous 
KFS from which the last commercial Morse 
message was sent. 


Veteran operators, radio engineers and 
those with an interest in radio history will 
gather at the Bolinas transmitter building to 
watch the station come on the air one year 
and one minute after the last Morse © 
transmission from Half Moon Bay. 
Commemorative messages will be sent by 
hand by the operators who once stood 
watch at the station. Then they will listen 
for any calls from the few remaining ships 
at sea with Morse capability. 


While this event does not signal the return 
of KPH to commercial Morse service we 
intend it to acknowledge and honor all the 
radio operators who have "worn the 
earphones" and played a role in the history 
of maritime radio. 


The station will operate on 4247.0, 6477.5 
and 13002.0Kc on shortwave and 
500/426Kc. on medium wave. lf additional 
frequencies become available by 12 July 
these will be announced in the 
commemorative broadcast.

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Changes to Ham Radio 


This same conversation has been going on 
for 88 years, ever since 1912 when Hiram 
Percy Maxim was forced to give up his call, 
"SNY", move above 200 meters, and 
knuckle under to government regulation 
including a SWPM Morse test. "Ain't it 
awful what they've done to us?" was the 
cry. But ham radio went on and flourished. 


Then in 1919 they raised the Morse test to 
10 wpm. "Ain't it awful what they've done to 
us?" was the cry. But ham radio went on 
and flourished. 


Throughout the 20s CW gradually replaced 
King Spark, and spark was eventually 
outlawed. "Ain't it awful what they've done 
to us?" was the cry. But ham radio went on 
and flourished. 


In 1923 they introduced something called 
"Amateur Extra First Grade" with special 
calls and privileges. The class was 
discontinued when only 6 people applied in 
1926. "Ain't it awful what they've done to 
us?" was the cry. But ham radio went on 
and flourished. 


Then in 1927 they reduced the license 
classes from two to only one class. Old 
"Second Grade" had to upgrade within one 
year, or go QRT. "Ain't it awful what 
they've done to us?" was the cry. But ham 
radio went on and flourished. 


In 1932 they changed it all again, dividing 
us up into Class A, B, and C, all with a 
40WPM code test. "Ain't it awful what 
they've done to us?" was the cry. But ham 
radio went on and flourished. 


In 1936 they said there were too many new 
hams coming into the hobby, so they raised 
the Morse test speed to 13 wpm. "Ain't it

cry. But ham radio went on and flourished. 


In the early 50s they renamed everybody 
from A, B, or C to Advanced, General, or 
Conditional. They also introduced 3 new 
license classes called Novice, and 
Technician at 5 wpm, and Extra at 20 wpm. 
"Ain't it awful what they've done to us?" was 
the cry. But ham radio went on and 
flourished. 


In the late 60s they invented something 
called Incentive Licensing. "Ain't it awful 
what they've done to us?" was the cry. But 
ham radio went on and flourished. 


In 1976 they quit requiring us to certify we 
had been on the air for 12 hours last year 
(for renewal). They also ended the 
Conditional license. "Ain't it awful what 
they've done to us?" was the cry. But ham 
radio went on and flourished. 


In 1991 they removed the Morse 
requirement for VHF/UHF-only licensees. 
"Ain't it awful what they've done to us?" was 
the cry. But ham radio went on and 
flourished. 


In 2000 they changed Morse testing back 
to the 1912 requirement of 5 wpm, and the 
number of classes to 3. "Ain't it awful what 
they've done to us?" is the cry. ...and Ham 
Radio will continue to live on.

Club Station Report 
Ralph Hall, W6EEFD 


Howdy aili The latest major news from the 
club station, for those who do not already 
know, is that EBARC is now the proud 
owner of a second AC power generator, 
quite similar to the one we usé on Field 
Day. For identification, I'll refer to the two 
as “generator No. 1” (the one we have 
owned for several years) and “generator 
No. 2” (the recently acquired one.) 


At the last club meeting (8-11-00), a guest, 
Roger Wixson (W6FD,), a long time friend 
of Gerry White (WD6IZE), announced that 
he was holding a “garage sale”, (mandated 
by his XYL, so he said) and had a list of 
ham-related items to be sold. One of the 
items was the generator. At the break for 
refreshments, Gerry approached me, 
suggesting that EBARC consider 
purchasing the generator. Further, Gerry 
offered to share the cost with the club. 
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Roger was asking $450.00 for the 
generator. Matters of this nature, 
especially those having an expenditure of 
this magnitude, are normally discussed at 
length at Executive Committee meetings 
before action is taken. However in this 
instance, there was considerable urgency, 
as Roger was to put his list of items to be 
sold on the Internet and the generator 
would probably be bought by someone else 
quite soon. Also, there was no Executive 
Committee meeting scheduled until 
October, 2000. With sufficient Executive 
Committee members present at the 
meeting, and after discussion among them 
with no objection by anyone, the decision 
was made to go ahead with the purchase 
while we had the opportunity. The 
generator was thus bought with Gerry 
contributing $200, leaving EBARC 
obtaining the generator at a net cost of 
$250, a real buy. MANY THANKS, 
GERRY. You have contributed so much 
financially (and otherwise) to the club over 
ihe years. Our thanks to Stanton Gieason 
(KD6SWU) for picking the generator up at 
Roger's home and delivering it to the club 
station. 


Gerry's suggestion to purchase the 
generator was well founded, especially in 
light of a most unfavorable experience with 
the club's generator No. 1, only days before 
the recent Field Day. That story was the 
subject of a lengthy article which | 
composed for last month's Blown Fuse but, 
as | later told Sharon, my computer “ate” 
the article and would not let me send it to 
her (#@**&@!(*# computers). With a 
substantial lack of confidence that 
generator No. 1 would run through Field 
Day, Rich Parker (KC6JCT) brought his 
generator to the Field Day site as a backup 
in case the club's generator quit again. 
Fortunately, we did not have to put any 
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“wear & tear’ on Rich's generator. Many 
thanks Rich for bringing it out. 


The generator No. 2 has very “low mileage” 
according to Roger, and after seeing it 
perform, | am strongly inclined to believe 
so. The generator came without wheels, 
but a trip to the hardware store, some 
welding, grinding, painting, etc. fixed that. 


Both of the generators are rated electrically 
for 120/240 volts, 5 KW output, and both 
engines are rated at 10 horsepower. The 
electrical outlets on the generators (plug- 
ins) are the same. The distinct difference 
between the two is that generator No. 1 has 
a Tecumsa engine, while generator No. 2 
has a Briggs & Stratton engine. The 
controls (choke, start, run, stop etc.) differ 
somewhat but can be easily figured out by 
almost anyone. 


On my first attempt to start the engine, it 
started on the second pull of the starter 
cord. it runs considerably siriooirer tna 
generator No.1, and its governor does not 
“hunt” (seek a proper RPM) as generator 
No. 1 does until it has an electrical load 
applied. 


Looking at the big picture, | believe we all 
will agree that this added generator puts us 
in an even better position regarding 
emergency communications preparedness. 


RF Safety Deadline Sept. 1st 
[From ARRL Pacific Division Update, 
September 2000, By Jim Maxwell, W6CF, 
Director, Pacific Division, ARRL] 


The time has come. Effective September 1, 
every US amateur will be required to be 
fully compliant with the FCC's RF Safety 
regulations. For many, perhaps most US 
hams, compliance means only reading and 


understanding the regulations themselves. 
Others, however, effective September 1 are 
required not only to read and understand 
the regulations, but must also perform a 
technical evaluation of their station in order 
to determine that their stations are 
compliant with the new regulations. 
Compliance isn't difficult in most cases; the 
vast majority of amateurs will find it to be a 
“slam dunk.” However, compliance with the 
regulations is NOT optional. Even aside 
from the fact that every US amateur is 
required to follow the RF safety regulations, 
in my opinion amateurs owe it to 
themselves, their families, their neighbors, 
and the general public to follow the 
regulations to the letter. Those who do not 
clearly understand their obligations can find 
a complete description of the rules on the 
ARRL web site, as well as tools to make 
your station evaluation quite painless. If 
you have additional questions, please drop 
me an email at w6cf@arrl.org or a letter to 
my home address, listed in QST, page 10.

Latest on SB-1714: This "California PRB-1 
Bill" is still awaiting action by Governor 
Davis. The matter is within a few days of 
resolution, however: the Governor has until 
Saturday, Sept. 30, to accept, reject, or do 
nothing. California has no "pocket veto," 
so if no action is taken, the bill will 
automatically become law.

Restrictive Covenants & PRB-1: Last 
January the ARRL asked the FCC to 
reconsider its denial of the League's 
request to extend the limited federal 
preemption known as PRB-1 to restrictive 
covenanis. Tre League nas said it wouid 
like hams to be free to negotiate 
reasonable accommodation provisions with 
local homeowners’ associations just as they 
do now with governmental land-use 
regulators. That request is still pending. As 
part of that effort and of a continuing 
process to strengthen the amateur's 
position with regard to restrictive antenna 
regulations, ARRL is now compiling a 
nationwide database of relevant material. 
The ARRL is inviting narratives from 
amateurs who now are or have been 
denied the opportunity to install an antenna 
or support structure on a dwelling they own 
because of CC&Rs. Narratives should 
relate directly to situations involving 
restrictive covenants and should be no 
longer than one page for inclusion in the 
CC&R database. Submittals should 
include name, call sign, the address at 
which you were denied the opportunity to 


put up an antenna, and the basis upon 
which you were denied or would expect to 
be denied. Participants should include a 
copy of the contract language that would 
exclude your antenna or support structure 
and copies of any denial letters from a 
homeowners association. Submittals 
should be sent to ANTENNAS, c/o Steve 
Mansfield, N1MZA, American Radio Relay 
League, 225 Main St, Newington, CT 
06111. E-mail submittals are welcome to 
smansfield@arrl.org with the subject line 
"ANTENNAS". While the FCC has yet to 
act on the ARRL's Petition for 
Reconsideration to apply the philosophy of 
PRB-1 to CC&Rs, the League is seeking 
"additionai opportunities" to present its 
case, Mansfield said, and the narrative 
database is one step in that direction.

John H. Reynolds, KC6JCQ, passed away 
October 6" at age 77. In addition to being 
an active ham, he was a professor emeritus 
of Physics at UC Berkeley. He was on the 
faculty from 1950 until his retirement in 
1993. He pioneered isotopic dating, which 
is used to help determine the age of rocks 
and meteorites. Isotopic dating helped 
provide a chronology for our early solar 
system.
